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Even with a limited budget, the 
town of Wilmington is moving 
forward, although tempered with 
realism, said Town Manager Mi- 
chael Caira on Tuesday.

Tewksbury school assessment 


In April, 1990, 282 grade eight 
students were given the 
Massachusetts Assessment Pro- 
gram tests in four major academic 
areas - reading, mathematics, 
science and social studies. In all, 16 
versions of test questions were used 
in examining the breadth and depth 
of Tewksbury’s continuing 
curriculum in each discipline in 
such a way that comparisons with 
past scores can be made. This 
measure of performance can act as 
an agent for quality control of our 
educational product. Judgments 
should be made only on 
educationally and statistically 
significant data used in a correct 
manner. The purpose of this news 
release (document) is to highlight 
these. 

Of all students tested, 33 were 
special needs students with 
individual educational plans which 
in most cases offer these students a 
specialized curriculum in one or all 
of these areas. Two students tested 
were bilingual. The scores of the 
remaining 247 youngsters were 
affected in only a small way with 
the largest difference of 20 points 
appearing in the math area. No 
change at all in scicnce was shown. 

In grade eight reading scores, a 
significant gain of 60, 70, 80 and 
120 points was shown in the major 
sub categories in reading. These 
scores hovered at and around the 
state average of 1310. The work of 
the past two years in workshops 
analyzing the content, teaching 
strategies and time emphasis on 
various aspects of this important 
curriculum at all grade levels paid 
particular dividends in the growth 
picture displayed. 

The parent education index 
(based upon the level of schooling 
of cach parent) has a high 
correlation with assessment results. 
This index for grade eight was 


-slightly below the state average of 


5.04. Each parent receives points 
given for the level of schooling - 
those who left school before 
completion would receive one 
point and those graduating from 
college would receive four points. 
The range for both parents would 
then be from two points to eight 
points. The average for grade eight 
given by students last April was 
4.93 - below the state average. 
Other less significant factors - 


free/reduced lunch index was 
above the state average greatly as 
was the family language index 
(English/ non-English speaking). 
These factors remain constant for 
each of the four academic areas. 

In reading skills sub categories, 
particular outstanding strength as 
demonstrated in "Using Reference 
Materials. Weaker areas were 
"Following Directions" and 
"Summarizing/Organizing" - areas 
which at times require higher 
order critical thinking skills, more 


difficult to learn or teach as the 
case may be. Work during future 
workshops no doubt will be 
centered on these two areas since 
focus and attention of the past did 
bring good results in other scores 
received this time as compared to 
1988 results. . 

In the math area, growth was less 
in most areas with the exception of 
a difference of 110 points in 
problem solving skills. Math was 
one of the strongest areas in past 
testing in 1988; this discipline 
continues strong and very even in 
results in the 1990 version at this 
grade level. 


Growth in problem solving 
indicates better student perfor- 
mance in two sub categories - 
"Estimation and Reasonableness” 
as well as "Relevant Information.” 
Further work is indicated in 
"Problem Solving Strategies.” 

Science demonstrated a 100 point 
significant gain in life science - a 
topic of the seventh grade 
curriculum. A gain of 80 points 
was shown in earth/space science, 
which is a topic of the ninth grade 
curriculum. This area remained 
the lowest sub category in the 
science discipline. The profile of 
science sub categories is evenly 
distributed and shows no 
significant weak spots in relation to 
other topics other than in earth 
science. 

The profile of social studies 
displayed significant growth in 
many areas with a 100 point gain in 
economic environment. All areas 
were below the comparison score 
band (where 50 percent of schools 
like us would fall statewide) in 
1988. This year only “Clarifying, 
Evaluating, Using Info." was 
below this comparison score band 
placing this sub category in the

lower 25 percent of schools with 
characteristics like us. 

In ihe reporting of category 
scores, three areas stand out for a 
good look and focus within the 
social studies curriculum - 
“Contemporary Scene," 
"Multicultural Environment,” and 
"Evaluation." This last one again is 
concerned with a higher order 
thinking skill - more difficult to 
learn and teach. Workshop 
activities will no doubt center on 
activities and strategies for 
undertaking growtl in learning in 
these sub categories. 

This x-ray picture of our 
curriculum will be most helpful to 
departments in analyzing the 
curriculum in terms of staff 
Judgments, other test scores and 
analysis of our previous action plan 
in each curriculum area. Each 
score must first be substantiated 
with other available data. Revising 
and revamping our action plan to 
adapt it to these new needs will be 
the next step toward improvement 
over the next two years. 


Page 14 of the grade cight report 


reveals student responses to 
questionnaire results. The first 
indicates that those who possess 
more books at home score 
significantly better than those with 
fewer books - not quite as high in 
Tewksbury as throughout the state. 

More written assignments appear 
to benefit more students in 
Tewksbury than statewide, while 


bringing the same higher 
assessment scores in all areas as one 
would expect. 


Grading appears to be ‘tougher’ 
in Tewksbury, although highest 
score in Tewksbury is lower than 
the highest at the state level. 
Homework results compare 
favorably to state averages. Pages 
to read daily also compares well to 
the slate average. 

Tewksbury appears to have more 
students taking algebra, about the 
same taking pre-algebra and less 
taking general math at the eighth 
grade level than throughout the 
state. Scores, although elevated 
were not elevated at the same level 
as the state level. 

Gender difference showed higher 
scores for females in reading, 
slightly higher in math, lower in 
science and equal in social studies. 

On the two Tewksbury local 
option questions, students with past 
experience for two years in the 


IGE program showed significantly 
higher scores in all four areas with

SHOULD YOU 
ITEMIZE? 

It's been a given that itemizing 
will save on taxes and, indeed, if 
your deductions are considerable, 
it's still a good idea. But the 
increase in the standard deduction 
may make those on the bordering 
think twice. 

Standard deduction for 1990 is 
$5,450 on a joint retum, $3,250 
for singles, and $4,750 for heads of 
households. (For next year, we can 
expect the figures will be indexed 
upward again.) Those who are 65 
before the end of the year may 
deduct another $800 if single or 
$1,300 for married couples who 
are both over that age or blind. 

I's a good idea to do the 
necessary arithmetic (or get 
professional help) to figure out the 
better course. It's not too late to 
decide to take the standard 
deduction, postpone deductible 
payments like taxes and dues, and 
plan to itemize next year. 
Conversely, if earnings are 
expected to decline next year, it 
might be more advantageous to 
itemize now and take the standard 
deduction in 1991.

(From previous page) 
highest in reading and social 
studics. Parental interest and 
choice by attendance at meetings 
and exploring the option also may 
have some impact on these scores. 

A revealing result on the second 
question was that 19 percent of 
eighth grade students had not spent 
any time in one of our four 
elementary schools for grades 
kindergarten to grade four. The 
initial instruction in reading and 
mathematics would be affected 
later by a different beginning and 
approach for approximately one 
out of every five students - a much 
higher rate than anticipated. 
Variation in scores based upon 
attendance in each of the 
elementary school districts 
appeared on the surface to be 
consistent with background factors 
but should be investigated further. 
This question has been brought to 
the attention of all elementary 
principals. Once again, this 
question refers to the stranding 
process of each curriculum from 
kindergarten through all grades to 
culmination in grade 12.

Ichas been said that "all politics is 
local" and nowhere is there any 
better proof of that contention than 
with the situation in the Middle 
East which effects gas prices. That 
same event, over there means that 
there may be family and friends of 
our own who are either over there 
now or are on standby. 

Is war necessary or inevitable and 
would the sacrifice of lives be 
worth it? 

Starting December 17, 1980 
Hussein's Iraq in a border dispute 
invaded Khuzistan in Iran claiming 
it to himself. Even though Iraq 
aggressed in the eight year war 
against Iran, the Reagan 
Administration chose to support 
Hussein. After the war, Hussein 
caught his breath and in another 
border dispute invaded Kuwait in 
August of this year. Both 
Khuzistan and Kuwait are rich in 
oil.

Tewksbury 
plans glass, 
metal pickup

Mandatory trash recycling of all 
glass and metal containers (cans) 
will begin in Tewksbury on July 1, 
1991, 

The selectmen this week voted to 
have Town Manager David Cress- 
man pursue a $21,350 grant from 
the Department of Environmental 
Protection, to purchase plastic tubs 
for households to use in recycling. 
The tubs, Cressman said, would be 
used one week for curbside pickup 
of glass, and the following week for 
the pickup of metal cans. 

If the grant is not approved, he 
said, the recycling effort might be 
delayed while an alternative to the 
recycling tubs is found, or another 
way to purchase them is lined up. 

The state grant, he said, would be 
used to purchase 7,237 of the tubs, 
to be distributed free to houscholds 
in town, 

Cressman added that the state has 
plans to institute mandatory trash 
recycling within the next four years 
for certain types of trash,

generally you can't move the 
bottom teeth forward. Thus, 
unless the whole lower jaw grows 
forward or is helped along by a 
“functional appliance”, the end 
result may be a compromise. In 
adults, lower jaw surgery may be 
used to reposition the recessive 
jaw and teeth forward. 

Another limitation is the 
non-cooperative patient. Failure to 
keep the braces shiny clean and 
to wear removable elastics and 
headgear will compromise the 
end result; In some cases, it may 
be best to postpone treatment 
until the patient is properly moti- 
vated to cooperate.

‘Positive Parenting’ 
Dec. 11 


Being a parent is a challenging 
job, especially for the first time 
parent. Coping with and under- 
standing your child's constant 
behavioral changes can be difficult. 
However, parents can learn 
positive techniques when dealing 
with their child's unsettled ways. 

Don P. Sugai, Ph.D., of Lahey 
Clinic's Department of Psychiatry 
and Behavioral Medicine will 
address the topic "Positive 
Parenting" on Tuesday, December

“Positive parenting is based on a 
philosophy of non-punitive 
behavioral management of 
children,” explains Dr. Sugai. 
"Each child will have different 
behaviors, depending on the age 
and development of the child, and 
parents need to understand what to 
expect. 

"I advise parents not to rely on 
aversive discipline such as 
spankings for children. However, I

Super Bowi Notebook 


Big, bad Peabody 
ready for TMHS 


They're big, unbeaten and probably a better football team than 
Brockton High School, the desired opponent of the Tewksbury 
Redmen, 

The Peabody High School Tanners (10-0-0) drubbed a very good 
Saugus (8-2-0) team, 39-8 Thanksgiving moming to leave no doubt 
that the Tanners were the top rated team in Division I. The Redmen 
(9-1-0), rated number two in the division, realize that they are not a 
true Division I school, but because of the wacky numbers game that 
governs the MIAA, here the Redmen are with a point to prove 
Saturday at Foxboro Stadium beginning at 1 p.m. . 

Coach Joe DelGrosso's Redmen have everything to gain and 
virtually nothing to lose in playing David to Peabody's Goliath. 
Virtually no one outside of Tewksbury expects the Redmen to stay 
close in this contest, much less win the thing. Peabody must’ deal with 
probably the quickest team they have played all season. But the 
important factor here is the fear of losing to a team that really doesn't 
belong in Division I according to most so-called experts. 

This will be the third trip to the Division I bowl game for the 
Tanners, losers in 1983 (Natick, 28-14) and 1986 (Winchester, 
20-13). This will be the third Super Bowl appearance for the Redmen, 
with Division II title games against Winthrop (14-0 loss, 1981) and 
Bridgewater-Raynham (24-13 win, 1985) under former coach Bob 
Aylward, DelGrosso was an assistant coach at Tewksbury for both of 
those games as was current offensive coordinator Gary Ballou. 

Peabody coach Ed Nizwantowski, much like Tewksbury, has three 
main men offensively. They include quarterback Mark Bettencourt 
(6-4, 215) who completed 41 of 78 passes this season for 615 yards. 
He threw seven interceptions and connected for 11 touchdowns this 
season, What is unusual is that Bettencourt doubles as the team's 
starting defensive end, Bettencourt, a converted tight end, threw only 
five passes against Saugus but completed three for 76 yards and two 
touchdowns, 

Senior receiver Mark Meltz (5-11, 170) should concern the Redmen 
defense. He has caught 27 passes for 503 yards and nine touchdowns. 
Against Saugus, Meltz went wild with three receptions for 76 yards 
and three touchdowns that included an 85 yard kickoff return fora 
score, The third main man for the Tanners is senior tailback Dan 
Collins (5-10, 175) who carried the ball 158 times for 937 yards and 
seven touchdowns. 

Peabody runs its' offense out of the power-I with multiple scts and 
would much rather run behind senior tackles Jeff Lee (5-11, 242) and 
Mitchell Abbatessa (6-3, 270) than throw the football. 

All signs point directly to a Peabody romp, and the pick here is 
28-13 Tanners, but wouldn't it be nice to see Lightfoot, Mackey and 
company running rings around the big boys who deep down probably 
think these Redmen really don't belong on the same ficld in Foxboro,

Thanksgiving Notebook 


Tewksbury High School (9-1-0) is headed for its’ third Schoolboy 
Super Bowl, their first in Division I, but not without a 
no-holds-barred football battle from the spunky Wilmington Wildcats 
who went down to a wild 45-28 defeat Thursday morning at Alumni 
Field. 

First-year Redmen coach Joe DelGrosso saw senior running back 
Tim Lightfoot ramble for five touchdowns as the Redmen built leads 
of 19-0 and 45-16 before Tewksbury emptied its’ bench and the 
Wildcats refused to quit at any point during the contest. 

Coach Ed Harrison's team (2-6-1) went into the game without 
starting quarterback John O'Reilly (1300 yards passing) who broke 
the thumb on his passing hand during Tuesday afternoon's practice. 
So up steps fellow sophomore Mike Alonardo Thursday to complete 
18 of 44 passes for 285 yards while throwing three touchdowns and 
four interceptions. 

Wilmington's wide open run and shoot offense hardly missed a beat 
against a veteran TMHS defense, finishing with 307 total yards. 
Junior end Mike King caught seven passes for 107 yards and one 
touchdown for Wilmington, while senior receiver Dennis Walsh (no, 
that wasn't O'Reilly wearing his number 13), made four grabs for 
106 yards and two scores. 

Unfortunately the young Wilmington defense could not contain a 
Tewksbury attack (439 total yards) dominated by Lightfoot and 
senior receiver/running back Scan Mackey. Not only did Lightfoot 
notch five touchdowns and a sidcline interview. with WCVB reporter 
Ed Harding following TD number three, but he ran for 150 yards on 
just 15 carries and sent the Wildcats an early first quarter message 
when he took a screen pass from junior quarterback Dana Boudreau 
(3-5, 89 yards) and weaved his way 66 yards to the endzone. 

Mackey, who should take a backseat to no one in this Tewksbury 
attack, rushed 12 times for 143 yards and one touchdown, caught two 
passes good for 15 yards, came up with a nice interception and 
supplied a crushing block on Lightfoot's screen pass touchdown jaunt. 

With or without O'Reilly, the Wildcats had to avoid turnovers to 
stand a chance in this game, and the early signs were not good as 
Redmen senior defensive back Dan Gillette came up with a 30 yard 
interception return that set up Lightfoot's second touchdown, a one 
yard burst with 1:56 left in the opening quarter.

Alonardo and the run and shoot came right back at the Redmen with 
a 29 yard completion to King and then a 30 yard TD toss to Walsh 
who made a superb leaping catch in the corner of the endzone to chop

Tewksbury made sure there would be no second half Wilmington 
miracle, as the visitors scored twice in the third quarter to put the 
game away.

How many times do deer hunters 
have to endure the stupid question: 
“Are you going to shoot Bambi?" 

No, lady, I'm not going to shoot a 
cartoon character. You can't eat ink 
or cellulose. The Disney character 
Bambi had nothing in common with 
real deer. Nothing whatsoever. 

Instead, I go into the woods every 
year in pursuit of a large mammal 
that has no concept of population or 
density. Oh, they're graceful and 
pretty, but deer are much more that 
and it seems only the hunters know 
what deer are really like. 

Well, farmers also know that 
deer aren't just decorations. 

Deer breed like mad, with every 

female impregnated by the middle 
of winter. Every one of them, and a 
buck will travel miles in search of a 
receptive doe. Each doe gives birth 
to one or two fawns in spring, and 
gach will be ready for breeding by 
their second winter. 
} Now, imagine how much food it 
takes to sustain a 150-pound human 
being. A few pounds of food daily, 
so we'll make it three pounds, just as 
a reference. And that's generous. 
Deer get very little fat in their diet, 
which makes good fuel for winter, 
and they also live in the cold, which 
requires more food to maintain the 
same body heat. Three pounds is an 
underestimate, but we'll leave it. 

Last year, Massachusetts hunters 
killed 6,708 deer, the third year in a 
row that the "harvest" exceeded 
6,000 animals. A few taps on the 
calculator shows that those deer ate 
an estimated 10 tons of food daily.

What Bambi didn't say 


Where is that food coming from? 

Deer "browse" for food, meaning 
that they walk and nibble all day. 
They'll also munch acorns by the 
handful, but even acorns can be an 
uncertain food supply. This seems 
to be a good year for acorns, but 
two years ago I couldn't find a one 
in the woods, 

Instead, deer try to find a steady 
source of food, as will we all. You 
can munch snacks all day, but conv 
dinnertime you want for meat and 
potatoes, -- bulky, solid food. So do 
the deer, 

One major source of steady food 
is farmland 

A story in Friday's USA Today 
(McPaper) said that managers at the 
Gettysburg National Military Park 
are having a big problem with deer. 
The 4,442 acre park has a hunting 
ban, as do all U.S. Parks, and that 
suits the deer just fine, thank you 


Gettysburg managers say the land 
is able to support about 100 deer, 
but they estimate that some 1,500 
are now romping around. (1500 x 
three pounds of food = 2.25 tons 

. One nearby farmer, who 

s land to the Gettysburg park, 

now wants to back out of the lease 
agreement, duc to crop damage 

In Cape Elizabeth, Maine, there is 
no shooting allowed, as per a town 
by-law. The deer have made use of 
the quiet, and there are is now such 
a deer overpopulation that they're 
entering people's yards and cating 
flowers out of window boxes, and 
eating gardens and farms down to 
the bare soil.

At the closed-in Crane's Beach in 
Ipswich, Mass., deer numbers grew 
so high that all members of the herd 
showed signs of malnutrition, Full- 
grown adults were a fraction of the 
weight of deer in other locations, a 
sure indicator of starvation, 

Disney never mentioned Bambi's 
appetite, did he? 

Now, three pounds of food a day 
isn't too difficult to find in summer 
or even autumn, But what about 
February, when the trees are bare 
and the ground is covered with two 
feet of frozen snow? 

Simply and bluntly, deer starve to 
death in winter. One TV special on 
PBS (God bless ‘em), stated that an 
estimated 5,to 10 percent of a given 
deer herd will die of starvation in 
winter, depending upon how severe 
the weather and snowfall becomes. 

Gee, aren't those Bambi's ribs? 

Predators, did you say? Sorry, all 
the wolves were killed off long ago, 
because the colonists didn't want to 
see their sheep killed. And a wolf is 
the only known predator capable of 
bringing down a deer, except for a 
scattered few killings by bobcat and 
coyote. Predation of deer is all to 
the right of the decimal point. No 
real effect on the herd. 

Which brings us to the single and 
most important population limiter 
of deer -- mankind. That means me 
and my friends, who hunt. 

Deer hunting, just as an aside, is a 
major industry for businesses in the 
Berkshires, and in other rural parts 
of the country. Try booking motel 
space in the Berkshires for the last 
week in November. If you're lucky 
you may geta room -- in 1992. 

The Massachusetts deer herd was 
estimatcd at 6,000 animals,in 1967, 
and declining. Due to the antlerless 
deer permit system instituted that 
year, the herd size is now placed at 
50,000 deer and growing 

Last year's record deer harvest of 
6,708 animals constituted a 13 per- 
cent cut in the overall herd size in 
Massachusetts. No effect. Killing 
13 percent of the deer herd didn't 
harm it. The herd grows.

“The responsibilities constantly 
rotate so that it is not run by a set 
group,” Perkins said. 

Toughlove is and is not many 
things. Top on the list, it is a sup- 
port group. It is not a therapy 
group. 

As one local member said “The 
kids network all the time.

Two members said that they 
joined as a result of outside coun- 
scling that they have received. 

Perkins said that the group does 
have resources that they can recom- 
mend to the members.

Itis a group that is made tip peo- 
ple from all walks of life. They 
might be married couples sharing 
the problem or one parent shoulder- 
ing the responsibility for dealing 
with the problem child. The parent 
may also be single trying to deal 
with pressures that are better left to 
couples. 

The parents may be highly edu- 
cated professionals with several 
college degrees or they might be a 
parent or parents who never gradu- 
ated from high school. 

They all have one common 
denominator. They are the parents 
of a child or children who are 

impossible, incorrigible, uncontrol- 
lable, addicted, physically abusive, 
verbally abusive, in trouble with 
school, in trouble with the law, 
and/or destroying the family. The 
child may or may not be abusing 
substances such as alcohol or 
drugs.

One of the members said of the 
group “ are really learning how 
to parent effectively. In this society 
love is indulgence. We have to 
learn to set limits.” 

Perkins, said, “Toughlove is 
tough on the parents because you 
sometimes have to do something 
you really don’t want to do.” 

What Toughlove does not do is 
condone abuse by either the parent 
or the child. 

“We will never condone abusive 
behavior on anyone's part, parent 
or kid,” Perkins said. 

Unlike one myth about the 
group, the truth is that evicting a 
child from the house is the last 
resort. Perkins explained that the 
goal is to find an alternative means 
of discipline. 

“We come up with an alternative 
solution that is feasible.” 

She added, “We are there for the 
children, even if they don’t think 
so. 

“We are there to help them.grow 
into responsible adults.” 

Perkins also said, “We tell the 
parents, your kids are choosing to 
act the way that they do.” 

One parent went further in the 
explanation saying “These are 
strong-willed children, They have 
been this way since birth.”

they are presently yelling we tell 
them not to.” 

To help the parent take the steps 
necessary to make the changes the 
Toughlove philosophy brings them 
through a five-part process under a 
formula of D312. 

It stands for the following: 

- D1 equals Denial. When you 
and others are in this stage, you do 
not accept the fact that you have a 
problem; 

- D2 equals Deep Feelings 
Once you have accepted that there 
is a problem, everything that you 
have been pushing down inside 
begins to bubble out. This may 
include a feeling of helplessness. 
However, the deep feelings are the 
start of the solution. 

- D3 equals Dependence. At this 
point you will look to the support 
group as your lifeline and will be 
having daily telephone contact with 
other members. 

- Il equals Independence. It is 
the time when you feel you can 
take on the problems by yourself 

- [2 equals Interdependence. The 
real goal of the Toughlove Support 
Group. This is the stage where you 
are a giver and a receiver. 


Perkins said “We all go up and 
down the ladder many times.” 

She explained that at the 
Independence stage many people 
will leave the group. However, that 
is when the group will try to get 
them to stay for the Interdepen- 
dence stage. 

According to Perkins those that 
stay are able to help others and find 
that they also receive help. 

She noted that a problem may 
be well on its way to working out 
when a job layoff or a death in the 
family occurs. Events such as those 
will throw many plans awry. Those 
are some ot the reasons why mem- 
bers call cach other on the tele- 
phone, 

“We can talk or cry and know 
that the other person won’t be judg- 
mental,” she said. 

Toughlove has no religious affil- 
iation, However, in Reading it'toes 
meet at the First Baptist Church, 45 
Woburn St. The site was picked 
because it was available on the 
chosen meeting night, which is 
every Friday. 

Perkins started the Reading 
group after attending meetings with 
a group in Lynn.

Do's, Don'ts of entertaining 


What is the recipe for a winning 

at-home dinner party? Six to 12 

s, a mixture of social and 

acquaintances, a menu 

which accounts for special needs, a 

distinctive theme, and most of all, 
planning. 

That was the concensus of more 
than 200 experts from throughout 
the U.S. surveyed by After Eight 
dinner mints. The study, “American 
Entertaining and Etiquette,” uncov- 
ered the many do's and don’ts pre- 
scribed by professional party plan- 
ners, caterers and maitre d's from 
some of the nation’s finest restau- 
rants. 

Barry Crossland, business direc- 
tor, After Eight dinner mints, said 
the revelations of the survey will 
benefit anyone who has ever ago- 
nized over the “proper” way of 
entertaining family, friends and 
business associates. 

“Almost everyone enjoys enter- 
taining from time to time,” noted 
Crossland. “With so many voices 
telling us what is right and what is 
wrong when it comes (0 entertain- 
ing and etiquette, we felt it was 
time to go directly to the experts, 
those whose livelihoods depend 
upon making occasions memo- 
rable, to get a consensus on the 
subject.”

Here are some of the survey 
highlights: 

*Entertaining, especially in the 
home, is on the upswing. More 
than two-thirds (69%) of those sur- 
veyed said that people entertain as 
often or more frequently than they 
did five years ago. Parties are more 
casual, too, according to a majority 
of respondents. 


*Distinctive themes which make 
a party memorable are the fastest 
growing trend in entertaining today, 
according to 33% of the experts 
For example, a “Wizard of Oz” 
party in St. Louis featured cos- 
tumed characters from the movie 
and a display which included a pair 
of ruby slippers. And a taxpayer's 
party in Washington - held on April 
15 - “subpoenaed” guests to attend 
and included menus printed on “W- 
4” forms.

*Thoughtful consideration of 
guests’ dictary needs is essential 
these days, according to the 
experts, Similarly, it is also impor- 
tant not to force alcohol on guests. 

*Guests should arrive on time 
and show their appreciation 
through a thank-you note or phone 
call 

*Experts from Los Angeles and 
New York City, feel strongly about 
inviting an equal number of men 
and women to a party. kK

First, let's get the bad news out 
of the way. "Home Alone" is more 
than a little precious. But you 
probably already knew that.

Winterize 


Here’s a checklist from the 
Massachusetts Nurserymen’s 
Association of steps you should 
take to winterize your landscape 
and lawn and prepare for a more 
beautiful one next year: 

Before frost, move smaller 
plants indoors. The attractive colors 
of a flowering plant can brighten a 
room in the dead of a cold winter. 
Move in plants that can be planted 
easily in pots and will survive with 
limited sunlight. It's best to move 
them near a window with a south- 
ern or western exposure, or use 
indoor grow lights, Keep these 
plants away from heat vents and 
areas of heavy traffic where they 
might get knocked over. If your 
plants lose their leaves from the 
move, apply Vitamin B-1 com- 
pound available from your local 
MNA garden center or nursery. 

Set out spring-flowering bulbs, 
since they require a few months in 
the ground during winter before 
producing their flowering display 
in late winter through early sum- 
mer. Plant a variety of bulbs that 
will flower in succession, such as 
crocuses that sometimes even break 
through the winter snow, followed 
by daffodils and hyacinth which 
give way to tulips in mid-spring, 
and Dutch irises for a finishing 
touch in early summer. You can 
plant bulbs almost anywhere - in 
flower beds, shrub borders, along 
walkways, and around tree bases. 
Although most bulbs prefer sun, 
they flower early so they are not 
shaded by larger trees when they 
are fully leafed out. 

Prune trees and shrubs after they 
drop their leaves to eliminate 
insects and diseases. Remove dead- 
wood and infected branches any- 
time it is necessary, but, in general, 
heavy pruning to control size and 
shape should be done in the fall 
when temperatures are just above 
freezing and the plant is dormant. 
Pruning now creates less shock to 
the plant, and your pruning will not 
stimulate the plant to grow. 
Flowering shrubs are an exception 
and should not be pruned unti) next 
spring or summer, just after they 
flower; pruning now would cut off 
their flower buds. Pruning creates a 
healthier plant, since it removes 
overcrowded and crossed branches 
that will slow the plant’s growth 
next season, 

Feed trees and shrubs with

8-8 Plant-O-Ganic nurserymen nor- 
mally recommend for plants. The 
high middle number indicates 
phosphorous which makes the roots 
stronger now and the plant healthi- 
er next season. MNA products have 
been developed by nurserymen 
especially for use in Massachusetts 
soils and weather conditions and 
include high-organic fertilizers 
such as Turf-O-Ganic lawn fertiliz- 
er and Plant-O-Ganic fertilizer for 
plants, and Mass.-Turf Sun and 
Shade lawn seed.

Provide winter protection by 
draping an old blanket over stakes 
surrounding the plant or by creating 
a lean-to around early flowering 
plants, such as rhododendrons and 
azaleas. Be sure the covering does 
not come in contact with the plant's 
foliage. 

In addition, the Massachusetts 
Nurserymen’s Association tells you 
that now is the time to winterize 
your lawn: 


Water your lawn regularly in fall 
to promote a deep root system. 
Fertilize it in late fall so your lawn 
can store food for winter.

"Holiday Shopping Tips" to help 
consumers avoid further financial 
jeopardy in coming months 
include: 

*Draw up and stick to a holiday 
gift budget. To, spur sales, nervous 
merchants are offering markdowns 
on many items, but consumers need 
to resist overspending lest they go 
broke "saving" money. 


Pay off outstanding credit card 
bills as soon as possible, Credit 
card debt is often the most expen- 
sive form of debt most consumers 
are carrying, so paying off those 
bills first will save you money. 
Also, holiday credit card bills come 
due in 1991, when allowable tax 
deductions for credit card interest 
payments will drop from 19% to 
zer0. 

+Add a new credit card to your 
holiday shopping list if you are 
paying high interest rates on your 
current cards. A cash advance on a 
new, low- interest-rate card can be 
used to pay off holiday charges 
made with high-rate cards. Feel 
free to obtain a bankcard from a 
bank in another state if it's a better 
deal; it will be just as acceptable to 
merchants as a card issued locally, 
and your legal credit rights will still 
be fully protected, 

«In department stores, use a 
low-interest-rate Visa, Mastercard, 
or American Express Optima card 
whenever possible, since most 
retail cards carry interest rates that 
are even higher (often 20%-21%) 
than most bankcards (average: 
18.7%). If you can afford to pay 
your card charges off in full at the 
end of the month, store cards can 
save you money; they typically 
carry no annual fees. 


Beware of deferred-payment 
purchase plans, skip-payment 
credit cards, and unrequested 
boosts in credit lines, The holidays 
always bring offers to buy now, pay 
later. In most cases, interest will be 
adding up during any deferred pay- 
ment period. Even if the first few 
months are payment-free and inter- 
est-free, you will still be obligating 
yourself to pay for merchandise 
eventually. If you cannot afford to 
pay cash for it now, you probably 
won't be able to afford it three 
months from now. In these uncer- 
tain economic times, it's wise to say 
no to new offers of crediting higher 
credit limits on existing credit 
cards. 


«Beware of credit scams. 
Holidays are heydays for credit 
scam artists. Guard your credit card 
numbers by refusing to allow. mer- 
chants to write your credit card 
numbers down on checks. Destroy 
credit card carbons. Check billing 
statements carefully for purchases 
you did not make or that were 
never delivered. Write to your card 
issuer immediately to dispute that 
the company is reputable. Throw 
away offers of "guaranteed" credit 
cards - especially if there is a steep 
fee just to get the application. 


Today's office workers 
favor strict dress codes 


Despite constant complaints 
about the high cost and discomfort 
of “proper business attire,” most 
American office workers think a 
dress code is important. 

According to a general public 
opinion study conducted by the 
Gallup Organization and commis- 
sioned by Ricoh Corporation, more 
than a third (36%) of office work- 
ers think its “very important” to 
have a dress code. Another third 
(32%) feel its “fairly important.” 
But only one in seven office work- 
ers (14%) feel a dress code is “not 
important at all.” The remaining 
18% feel it’s “not too important.” 

The poll of 500 office workers 
from all regions of the U.S., rang- 
ing from top management down to 
entry-level file clerks, found that 
managers and other executives are 
most concerned with dress codes 
while professional workers

(programmers, accountants, engi- 
neers, etc.) are least concerned. In 
answer to the question, “How 
important is it to have a dress 

2ode?,” 74% of managers and 
executives say it’s important while 
only 62% of professional workers 
think so. 

By a small margin, women have 
stronger feelings in favor of dress 
codes. Some 39% of women con- 
sider dress codes “very important” 
compared to 34% of men, 

People who work in small com- 
panies (fewer than seven employ- 
ces) seem to think dress codes are 
more important than do workers at 
larger companies. Some 41% of 
workers at small companies think it 
is “very important” while only 36% 
of workers at larger companies do. 

The study shows that job satis- 
faction may have an effect on atti- 
tudes toward dress codes. Workers 
were asked to rate their job satis- 
faction with workers doing the 
yame work at other companies. Of 
those who said they're more satis- 
fied, 46% feel a dress code is “very 
important.” Of those who, said 
they're less satisfied than their con- 
temporaries at other companies, 
only 32% feel a dress code is “very 
important.” 

On a regional basis, 74% of 
workers in the East consider a dress 
code important while only 55% of 
workers in the West think so. 

The survey, which was conduct- 
ed from May 22 to June 3, had a 
margin of error of plus or minus 
4%, The findings are part of a 
greater research effort on office- 
related issues conducted on behalf 
of Ricoh Corporation, a manufac- 
turer of office equipment and 
machines.

is that the husbands weren't players 
and didn't count. Sometimes bridge 
brings out the worst in people with 
feelings like this surfacing; a 
woman who lost to another female 
player lives for the day of revenge. 
She can't wait to play and beat the 
cocky little (.....) over there. You 
know, the one with the bilious yel- 
low hat and tongue to match. 

What's the main attraction for 
Dennis Dawson? He says, "It's 
never dull, There aren't any barri- 
ers, sex or age. It's a life-long 
thing." Mrs. Sally Sabo joins the 
interview and gives us a woman's 
perspective. The tall lady dressed in 
an off-white blouse with black 
stripes, says "There's a level of 
bridge for everybody if they can 
count to 13 - 13 cards in a suit and 
in your hand. I see a lot of people 
retiring early. It's healthy to get into 
bridge in your 60's - for sociability 
and it's good for the mind," 
Meanwhile, her “partn n this 
bridge discussion, says, "It's an 
inexpensive’sport and a wonderful 
way to challenge your mind and 
have fun at the same time. It costs 
less than going to the movies." 
Sabo, a tall lady with a soft 
voice, says "When I was in college 
bridge was the 'In Thing’ to do," 
Dennis warms to the subject and 
plays his trump card curtly, "Thirty 
years ago it was, but today it isn't." 
You won't find many college stu- 
dents playing regional or national 
tournaments. Most players range in 
age from 35 to 75, indicating it 
takes many years and lots of mis- 
takes to learn the finer points of 
duplicate bridge. Mrs. Sabo's great- 
est reward in this exciting sport is 
meeting new players who reveal 
their personal lives not through the 
cards they play but through their 
life experiences. She recalls the 
time she played bridge in Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, where she met an 
engaging older couple who "were 
interested not because they were 
bridge players but because they had 
traveled extensively. Bridge players 
are interesting people." 

Dennis Dawson has won more 
than 3,000 master points in tourna- 
ment play as well as 50 sectional 
and regional titles. When asked, 
who are some of the "name play- 
ers" you have matched cards and 
strategy with, the unassuming pro- 
fessional offhandedly says, "I 
played against Omar Sharif in a 
tournament in the 1970's, He's a 
very passionate bridge player. He 
just organized a HUGE tournament 
in Atlantic City, New Jersey." 

If Omar Sharif acted the way 
Dennis Dawson Feacted to ‘their 
game, Lawrence of Arabia, Dr. 
Zhivago, Funny Girl and The 
Yellow Rolls Royce would have 
ended up on the cutting room floor. 
Why did he react this way? This 
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writer asked another bridge player, 
Dennis Dawson's partner and 
friend, Howard Piltch. Piltch says 
it's not unusual for one professional 
to see another pro as a person with- 
out letting his stature get in the 
way. 

To understand Dennis Dawson, 
man and bridge professional, this 
writer interviewed Howard Piltch. 
Piltch, who plays national and 
regional tournaments with Dawson, 
says with admiration, "Dennis has 
an incredible fervor to succeed. 
The fire burns hard in his belly, He 
has a tremendous concept of hand 
evaluation. From a technical 
aspect, he has tremendous insight 
into the hand. I've played with 
some of the best players in the 
counuy and the world. If they had 
his desire and ability to evaluate 
hands they would improve dramati- 
cally." What about Piltch on Piltch? 
How does he evaluate his own abil- 
ities? Without being prodded, this 

bridge afficionado quickly s 
"Over the last five years I 
become the most successful tourna 
ment player in New 
accumulated more ma: 
New England in the last five year 
(1985-89) averaging 650 master- 
points each year." How would this 
Andover resident describe the 
thinking man's sport? "Bridge is the 
most challenging thing I have ever 
done. The more I play the more I 
realize I don't know." 


Meanwhile, another Reading 
bridge player, William Hunter, 
says, "Bridge is a strange game. 
Everybody thinks they're the best.” 
True to form, Hunter hits a winner 
down the baseline. Flashing his 
best tournament form, he says he 
has scored more than 5,000 master- 
points, placing him in bridge heay- 
en. He says there probably are only 
500 players in the nation sharing 
this honor. At the regional level, 
Hunter reports he won the Eastern 
Massachusetts Bridge Association 
competition this year with 63.38 
points, 

Ten days of concentration, pres- 
sure, hard chairs and tension. The 
pressure builds like timpani from 
the bowels of the orchestra pit. 
Every card represents a possible 
error and eventually you'll make an 
error. It's you and your partner 
against a room full of players, each 
one thinking, "I'm the best." 

Another tournament is history. 
The hotel tournament room is 
cloaked in erie silence. Meanwhile, 
the last bridge stragglers have wan- 
dered into the dimly lit lobby 
where the coffee lady pulls Sally 
Sabo aside and whispers a univer- 
sal truth that only an observant out- 
sider sees. "They all look so disori- 
ented with a far away look."
